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SerOol REPORT. 


Districr No. 1.—ENFIELD. 


Higher department.—In the short space we allow ourselves 
to occupy, we can give buta brief report of the operations of 
this school during the year. Summer term taught by Miss Laura 
Tilton. Considerable improvement was made by most of the 
classes during the term, and yet as regards strict order and en- 


-thusiasm, the school was below the average. In justice to the 


teacher, however, we think it should be said, that this state of 
things is due largely to lack of interest on the part of a few 
scholars. Miss Tilton is a good teacher, but would have met 
with better success in a different school. 


Fall.—Miss Francis M. Smith. Miss Smith is a teacher of 
experience, and at our first visit had better order than we have 
seen in the room at any other time during the year. At our 
final visit, we found some good classes, but there seemed to be a 
lack on the part of the teacher, to gain that respect from her 
scholars which is so essential to a first class school. 


Winter term taught by G. Henry Powers, who labored hard, 
both in school and out, for the welfare and improvement of his 
scholars. As the result, we found some classes above an aver- 
age, others not. Algebra class had done well, and concert ex- 
ercise in reading was nearly perfect, but there was too much 
noise and whispering in the room, for close application to study. 
The most that has prevented this being a first-class school dur- 


ing the year, has been a want of interest on the part of some of 
the scholars and lack of that jirm and rigid discipline on the part 


of teacher, so much needed in a school like this. , 
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Primary Department.—Miss Belinda M. Stevens teacher Sum- 
mer and Fall term. The last closing up her fortieth term of 
school life, and most of it spent in this school. Her record as 
teacher is too well known in this town, to need any comments 
of mine. Suffice it to say that her examination at the close of 
the Fall term was the best I ever listened to. Advance Geog- 
raphy class has not been equaled by any other in town on map 
of.United States. One reading class was nearly perfect on 
what it had been over. Drawing cards and tracing books were 
introduced here with the most satisfactory results. Weare only 


sorry that ill health compels Miss Stevens to leave our ranks as 
teacher. 


Winter term taught by Miss Lettie J. Nichols. As the suc- 
cessor of a fuvorite teacher, she has well sustained the reputa- 
tion of this department. With scholars quick and energetic, 
the closing exercises passed off in a most commendable manner. 
Whispering has been almost entirely banished from this school- 
room during the year. 


District No. 2.—SHAKER Hitt. 


Summer term taught by Miss Clara M. Jones. We found 
this a very backward school, particularly in Geography, only 
one scholar in that. This, as well as one in Grammar did well 
at the close. <A little more energy on the part of teacher and 
scholars, would have been an improvement. 


Winter.—Grace L. Wood, teacher. There was quite an im- 
provement in this school during the term, especially in reading 


and geography. Thoroughness characterized all the recitations 
and good order prevailed. 


District No. 3.—Jonrs Hix. 


Two terms by Miss Almeda D. Colby. This was another 
backward school at the commencement. At the close we found 
‘only two scholars. They were perfect in Arithmetic as far as 
they had been, and equally good in Geography. Not a mis- 
spelt word during the term. The best wish I could make this 


school would be that a few good sized families would move into 
the district. 
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District No. 4.—East VILLaGe.. 


Summer term taught by Miss Ida E. O’Hara. We found this 
school ranking low in scholarship, and only a part of the schol. 
ars present. But few schools have made better progress during 
au single term than this. Good improvement was made in 
punctuation and reading. With experience Miss O’Hara may 
make a first-class teacher. | 


Winter.—Miss Clara A. Purmort teacher, who came here with 
a clear record as teacher, but no one can meet with any great 
. success in the school-room unless the scholars are sent to school. 
Jn looking over the register for the term I find from four to 
thirty-five days absence against the several scholars of this 
school. There was a slight rising of ‘‘Young America” about 
the middle of the term which immediately subsided upon the 
scholar’s leaving school. Miss Purmort is a good teacher and 
with more union on the part of parents, a much better school 
would have been the result. 


= 


District No 6.—Eastr tie 


Two terms by Miss Nina L. Gile. ‘This school was in every 
respect satisfactory, and good progress made by all. The best 
of order was maintained. Miss Gile is a fine scholar, and con- 
ducted this school ina manner creditable to herself and profit- 
able to her scholars. | 


Winter term taught by Mr. Chas. Mason, ~ This was his first 
term as teacher. The roads were blockaded with snow drifts, 
so that I could not visit the school at the close. We learn that 
his services were satisfactory. 


District No. 7.—Oak HI. 


Summer.—Ida M. Purmort. teacher. I was well pleased with 
this school. The order was excellent. All passed the final ex- 
amination in a creditable manner. I think a new chair would 
be an improvement to the school room. 


Winter.—Alice M. Flanders. A teacher of experience, and 


ability. The examination at the close showed a thorough know- 
ledge of the several studies pursued. 
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District No. 9.—CAMBRIDGEVILLE. 


Two terms by Miss Emma Harris. This was a good school, 
well taught and well governed. A good teacher with a good 
record. It would be hard to discriminate in the recitauions, as 
they were all first class. In mental Arithmetic, Geography ana 
commencing written Arithmetic, this was the first school in 
town, and only second in reading. ‘The rhetorical exercises 
were very interesting, and pieces well selected. 


Distraict No. 10.—GerorGE HILL. 


Three terms by Miss Estella Spalding. Three scholars, Lura 
and Allie Jackman, also Lucien Little, have been through the 
year without being tardy, absent or dismissed. Most of the 
rest have been very irregular. We considered Miss Spalding 
competent to teach any scholar in the district, but near the com- 
mencement of the Winter term a difficulty arose as to who was 
teacher, one of the older scholars having the impudence to take 
her place in hearing a recitation, on the ground that she would 
not assist them. Thinking his argument groundless, we caused 
his removal. 3 


District No. 11.—ExFIELD CENTRE. 


Teacher, Miss Belle A. Milton, a graduate of the State Nor- 
mal School. Miss Milton has spent the year in this school. 
Gentle and quiet in her intercourse with her scholars, and qual- 
ified to instruct, her labors were crowned with success. 


District No. 12.—NortsH Enp. 


Summer. —Clara A. Purmort, teacher. At my first visit I | 
found six scholars, poor and backward. At the close of school 
I found twelve present, and in reading, punctuation, spelling 
and order, the school was worthy of honorable mention. 


Winter term taught by Miss Ida E. O’Hara. Great improve- 
ment was made by the small readiug class. One scholar in 
Fifth Reader, Grammar and Arithmetic did finely. Few schools 
in town have made the improvement that this has during the 
year. | 
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District No. 18.—Cnurcn Famiry. 
Summer.—Miss Grace Wallase teacher. We must give this 
school credit for having the best and most exact reading and 
Grammar class in town. Writing was made a specialty. The 
gymnastic exercises were of the highest order. 
_Winter.—James Russell teacher. This is a good school and 
well managed. The rank in scholarship was not high, but the 
advancement thorough. Not a tardy mark during the term. 
A little more life and energy on the part of teacher, would have 
been an improvement. The school is still in session. 


District No. 14. 


Miss Nellie Clough. It is a pleasure, to visit a school such 
as this has been. The scholars, enjoying the benefit of the 
same teacher during the year, did all that I could ask for. Quite 
an improvement was made in one class by adoptinga new Read- 
er. Miss Clough is one of our best teachers. 

Districr No. 15.—\ esr ENFIELD. 
Summer.—Taught by Miss Helen M. Hough. I was some- 
what disappointed in the progress of this. school, but it was 
probably owing to deficiency on the part of the previous teacher. 
In reading I could see very good improvement, but in Arith- 
metic and Geography I was not so fortunate. The school was 
very quiet and orderly at my last visit. 

Winter.-—Mrs. F. W. Purmort teacher.” Mrs. Purmort came 
to us laden with expericiice. we therefore looked for good results. 
In some of the classes we were not disappointed. Algebra class 
had done well, and was only secondin town One Arithmetic 
class finished the book, but lack on review. Commencing class _ 
was good. There was a chance for improvement on point of 
order. Cora Church has not missed a day or been tardy for 
eight terms, and May Church has ‘not for nine. 


District No. 17 —FISHMARKET. 


Summer — Miss Josie White teacher We think Miss White 
labored hard for her scholars, but at the close there seemed to 


~ 
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be « feeling on the part of some of the older scholars that they 
knew more than their teacher, which injured the appearance of 
the school. Had they labored as hard as the teacher, the result 
would have been very different. 

Winter —Mr. Erastus R. Boyce. A good school, and a good 
teacher. We think there are some in this district that do not 
care to have their children mind at school, if they do at home. 
Mr. hy ce is one of our oldest teachers. 


District No. 18 —BaRrKER FamMILy. 


Two terms by Miss Sally Ann Tucker, who still retains her 
good name as teacher. This was one of our smallest schools. 
The attention paid to reading, writing and spelling was wor- 
thy of note.

I have made no change in text books during the 
year, except in district No. 14, one reading class, and introduc- 
ing a uniform series of writing books, (Payson, Dunton & 
Scribner’s,) also drawing cards for small scholars. We have 
found four different kinds of readers and six different kinds of 
spelling books in one school. 

We think it might be advisable for John D. Colby’s place in 
district No. 6, to be joined to district No. 7, for school purposes, 
as an accommodation to him. 

My services as committee may have been of but little value, 
but I have spared no time in attending to the schools. 

Thanks are due all those that have assisted me in my school 
work during the year.
